Background The Washington Adventist Hospital Land Use Committee was established by the
City Council to shall serve in an advisory role to the City Council on matters related
to the future use of the property currently occupied by Washington Adventist
Hospital. The committee will be disbanded after two years unless extended by the
Council.

The Committee is to consist of a seven to 15 members, representing a diversity of
persons interested in the issue of the impact of reuse of the hospital property on the
Takoma Park community.  A representative of the Maryland-National Capital Park
and Planning Commission shall be invited to participate as an ex officio member. 
The Committee may choose to request other ex officio members as needed to help
accomplish the charge of the Committee.

Notice of the establishment of the Committee and the opportunity to apply was
published in the Takoma Park Newsletter and on the City’s web page.

Four applicants are scheduled to be interviewed on May 5. Additional applicants
will be scheduled for interviews on May 19.

Policy The City Council interviews applicants for initial appointment to committees.

The Takoma Park City Council is concerned with the provision of health services
and the nature of development in the City of Takoma Park.
